P’resident Davis bas suggested a mode by
which the quantity of that indispensable article can be
greatly augmented, viz : by sewing Corn bioeadcast.—
There are many advantoges to be derived from that
mode, and amoog them I will mention the great yield
to the acre, and that after the Irish Potatoe crop is
taken off, (which will be in July) the land can be
“broken up flush,” and the Corn sowed, and barrowed
or plowed in. 1t will Lasten the growth of the Corn
ten or twelve days by soaking the seed in warm water
twenty-four or thirty-six hours. When the crop is suf-
ficiently matured, it is to be cut and shocked, as Wheat
or Oats, to core and then housed or stocked.

You will discover by reference to the census, that the
Yankee bay crop is estimated as of greater value than
the cotton crop of the South, but you must remember,
that they consume the most of that, and all that they
have sold bas been to the South, in consequence of our
people neglecting so importaut an element of subsis-
tence. This suggestion is not intended to be confined
to large farmers, and planters, but every one who owns

GHEAT BATTLE EXPECTED.

The Henry Clay was a side-wheel travsport, aud had
gix thousand rations on board. The other boat sunk
proves to have been the ram Lafayette, and the ore
burned the transport Silver Wave. The damage 1o the
other boat is mot known, but advices from below War-
renton state that where the boats were iying yesterday
the vessels were all undergoing repaire, acd that the
groans of persons on board i dicate they sustained seri-
ous damage. Our loes here was small. Two men were
kiiled at the upper battcries by the premature discharge
of a guo, aud one by the enemy's shell. Seven Govern-
mént mules were killed io one lot by the explosion of a
shell from the passing boats, and geveral buildings in-
Jored. We heard of no casualties bzlow. The firing
of our guns was very good, gererally being very aceu
rate. '

We bad a conversation since writing the above with
a womon who was on the Heniy Clay at the time she
sunk, and from ber learn that four or five lives, includ-
ing the Captain and Pilot, were lost. The Clay was
struck three times—once in ber upper works, her wheel-
house and stern. The third shot tore a tremendous
bole in her bull, and sbe immediately commenced set-
tliog, when the crew abardoned her in two boats and
started for the Mississippi shore, bt fearing they would
be thot, wheeled round and went over to the Poiat,
where four remained until we sent boats after them
yesterday. A wooden gunboat or ram (the Lalsyette,
says rumor) was next to suffer severely. As she round-
ed the poiat H: 's men poured shot after shot
into her, and our informant says that this craft, too,
was run towards the shore, where she sunk out of
sight.
